Air Force Steps Up "Hay Lift" SOVIET BLOC 
For 180,000 Snow-Marooned 
Livestock In Nevada Area 


Ely, Kev., Jan. 25—(^)—The U. S. Air Force stepped up the 
"hay lift" today for 180,000 snow-marooned Nevada livestock—a move 
already hailed as "a plumb good deal'1 by stockmen. 


With pinpoint precision, the first of the huge flying boxcars 


dumped their cargoes of alfalfa hay to 10,000 sheep on their ranches 
in a 200-mile radius. The results were so successful that stockmen 
spokesmen—skeptical at first—said all efforts would be made to make 
direct drops from the air wherever possible. 


Seventeen huge V-82 planes from McChord Field, Seattle, were 
available for the hay lift from Fallen, in western Nevada, to Ely, 260 
TO CHOOSE ASSEMBLY miles to the east. Takeoffs were-. 
•scheduled at daybreak from E'al-

The funds are for relief In the 
Dakotas, Nebraska, Utah and Ne- 
vada—the areas which have been 
hit by severe snow storms and 
cold weather for the last several 
weeks. About a million sheep and 
tens of thousands of cattle are 
stranded in the desolate areas of 
the-western ranges. 


Resolutions were placed in the

Transport Loaded With Tots 
And Sick Evacuees In Crash 


Berlin, Jan. 25— (-*)—An RAF 


twin-engine transport plane loaded 
with children and sick evacuees 
from Berlin 
crashed last night 


near Schoenberg, in the Russian 
zone. 
Unofficial reports from Germans 
in the area said seven or eight 
persons were killed and 17 or 18 
injured. 
It was believed to be the, worst 
crash in the history of the seven 
month old Berlin airlift. 
The 24 passengers were being 
flown from" Berlin to western Ger- 
many to escape the hardships of 
the Russian - blockaded city. A 
British crew of three was aboard. 
British authorities, 
with only 


hinted at a 15-month instead of'scant details from 
Prussian and 
a two-year extension. 
German rescue teams, awaited per- 


mission from the Russians in 
Mecklenburg to investigate. 
The crash'occurred in a wooded 
area near Schoenberg which lies 
just inside the Russian-British zone 
border. It is about 10 miles east 
of the RAF airlift base at Lue- 
beck, which was the transport's 
destination. 
It was the first accident in the 
Berlin evacuation program.

ABC OX RENT CONTROL 


Here's an ABC on the highlights of the bill to keep rent 


control! two years more, introduced by some of President 
Truman'i Democratic leaders in both houses of Congress 
Monday: 


Rent control dies March 31, 1949 unless Congress passes 


a. new law. This bill, if it becomes law, will extend rent 
control! to March 31, 1951. 


It *eetn« certain Congress will pass some kind of law 


to keep rents down. If it acts on this bill, it may make 
changes in it before voting it into lav/. 


So this story explains the bill as it stands now. In 


general, it would continue control as now, under a top 
man, called *. housing expediter, and local advisory boards. 


But it would toughen the present law and give the 


government more controls. 


This bill would let the expediter charge a wilful vio- 


lator with a. criminal offense. 
The penalty if found guilty 


in court: up to one year in jail, or a $5,000 fine, or both. 


(Under present law, there's no criminal penalty for 


anything. A tenant can sue a landlord, who overcharges 
him, for triple damages. 


(Or, the expediter can ask a judge for an order tell- 


ing the landlord to stop overcharging.) 


The bill would put back under control all hotel ac- 


commodations, except those for transients only. 


Under this bill a landlord would have to get permission 


of tfac expediter before he could put a tenant out of his 
house or apartment. 


(The present law allows a landlord to evict a tenant 


for six or so reasons laid down in the law, without the 
expediter's permission.) 


This bill would continue for two years or more the 


housing preference given war veterans under the present 
law. 
This means: 


1. You couldn't sell a single family house which you 


built or converted after June 30, 1947—unless you did it 
for your own use—without letting a veteran have first 
chance to buy it. 


2. You couldn't sell it for less than the price offered 


the veteran. 


3. The same goes for any house or apartment or room 


that is oEcered for rent and has been converted after June 
30, 1947. 


What about a place where the tenant voluntarily sign- 


ed a lease agreeing to let the landlord raise his rent 15 per 
cent in the past year or so? 


Such a place isn't under control now, even under 


present law. 
But under the new law it would go under 


control—but at the les.se rental. 
In other words, the 


landlord couldn't get another increase. 


What of a place where ycu had such a lease, with a 


15 per cent increase, and the lease has now ended? 


Even under present lav/ t'.ie place would go back under 


control when the lease ended. The bill would put it under 
control, too. 


Does this mean that in either case the rent v/ould 


be rolled back to some figure that existed before the 
lease was signed? 
No. 


It would simply mean the landlord could not boost you

Along with the new dip in the price of Pennsylvania 


crude oil, it's interesting to note the United States is now 
importing more oil than is produced by the whole state 
of Louisiana, third largest ptoducer in the nation. 


National pipeline mileage has been expanded one-Third 


since 1939. Refinery expansion has also kept pace, and 
there are enough refineries functioning now to process 
6,400,000 barrels of oil daily. Since the war, refineries have 
been operating above 90 per cent capacity.
